EVIDENCE IN CASE SUGGESTS POSSIBILITY PROPERTY CLAIM 
ASPECTS OE CASE NOT UNRELATED TO PLEA BARGAINING 
NEGOTIATIONS HERE. 


4. AS MADE CLEAR IN DISCUSSIONS HERE WITH MISIYA, ONLY 
PROPERTY TO WHICH GRZ PROVED OWNERSHIP AND RPT AND WHICH 
CONEIDENTIAL 
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WAS NOT OE EVIDENTIARY VALUE IN TRIAL COULD BE RELEASED. 
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WHILE REQUESTING YOU WITHHOLD ANY DEFINITE RESPONSE TO 
CHONA UNTIL WE HAVE REVIEWED GRZ ATTESTATIONS, BELIEVE IT 
WOULD BE USEEUL TO REMIND HIM OE ABOVE ASPECTS OE OUR 
UNDERSTANDING WITH MISIYA IF APPROPRIATE OPPORTUNITY
